With tw'o stoves fired to capacity 
on Saturday and Sunday nights, the 
first floor of the engine house, where 
the fire fighting apparatus and the 
Ii >rmigh's ambulance are kept, could 
J A be made w anner than 34 degrees, 
recording to Chief Aumen this m orn­ 
ing. 
“Our night man was up all night,” 
Chief Aumen said, “and did nothing 
ci e than keep the two stoves on the 
first floor piling at capacity, with 
draft*- wide orion throughout S atur­ 
day nnd fttmday mTghtST^ 
The Trmrt 
heat in the building at any time those 
two nights wag 3-4 degrees, only two 
degrees above freezing.” 
Danger To Equipment 
Chi»*f Airmen said the night fire­ 
man would be kept on duty until the 
present cold “snap” subsides, adding 
that there is constant danger not only 
of the radiators and batteries of the 
apparatus freezing, but th at the cold 
may reach the chemical tanks, causing 
water in them to freeze, and conse­ 
quently rendering them useless in 
efts# of fire.

Councilman Dougherty would be in­ 
formed of the maximum tem perature 
in the engine house so th at detailed 
information might be presented to 
council at a special meeting called 
for this week.
